Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 19 thru 36 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The references of record, either singularly or in combination, do not teach or suggest 
at least a nonvolatile semiconductor memory device, comprising: a semiconductor substrate 
having a peripheral circuit region and a memory cell region; a plurality of erasable and 
programmable memory cell transistors; a selection transistor; a peripheral transistor; a post- 
oxidation film provided on (1) the gate electrode of all of the plurality of erasable and 
programmable memory cell transistor, (2) the gate electrode of the selection transistor, and (3) 
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the gate electrode of the peripheral transistor; and an insulating film covering the plurality of 
erasable and programmable memory cell transistors, the selection transistor, and the peripheral 
transistor, the insulating film having an oxidized region, and the insulating film covering a side 
surface of the gate electrode of the selection transistor along the gate electrode of the selection 
transistor, wherein the insulating film comprises a silicon nitride film.
